The Antiquity of Gliui. 


Glass has been employed, wo kuow, 


both for decorative and domestic- pur- 
poses since the dawn of civilmttiou. 
The earliest remains da to from Egypt 
8004 B. C. and are preserved iu tho 
British museum. It isau amulet, in ihu 
form of a lion's head, of opaque blue 
color, with hieroglyphics that determine 
its dato. On the rock cut timilw of tho 
necropolis of Memphis glus.s blowers 
wero depicted as oiivly us HMO B. C 
Stories aro told by Pliny, .Tosuplms and 
other writers to account for its discov- 
ery, but tbcsn are very doubtful, so that 
wo have only to rely upon facts attested 
by actual remains. 


The discovery was doubtless fortui- 


tous. Such lucky finds are often the 
work of chauce. 
When it occurred, wo 


cannot determine; but, so far as \ve 
kuow, Egypt, as she was the germ of 
all civilization, WHS also the mother of 
this art, which siie applied to a multi 
tnde of purposes,'sfniHKely excepting 
that which wo deem mom necessary— 
namely, to admit light into buildings. 


The dwellers by the Nile handed 


down tho art to the Phoenicians, who 
in like manner bequeathed it to the As- 
eyrians. 
Then it was paHKud along to 


the Persians and the Greeks, then to 
the Romans and the Byzantines, who 
iu turn comuinnicuted it to the Vene- 
tians. The monks of the middle ages 
appropriated it to beautify their Gothic 
temples, and so H came down the centu- 
ries to modern times.— Frank H. Vize- 
telly in Woman's Homo Compuuiou.

Premier Sagasta and the queen regent 
have prevailed upon the minister of 
war General Correa, to indefinitely 
jio.st[)oiie his resignation, pending the 
ronduslon of the peace negotiations, a 
Spaniard says that they represented to 
the general that his -withdrawal might 
entail not only the fall of the cabinet, 
but cause the resignation of certain 
members of the Spanish commission, 
including Senor Montero Rlos, and 
thereby gravely compromise the Issue 
of the peace negotiations. 


It seems that an 
open crisis has 


been avoided, as a net result, until the 
conclusion of. the treaty of peace. In 
any case this has done away -with the 
necessity for an ad interim govern- 
ment, which was lately suggested as 
likely to be a solution of the present 
difficulties. 


As the peace negotiations are now 


nearing tlie discussion of the Philip- 
pine question the Americans feel that 
QO stage of the proceedings has so de- 
manded their considerate treatment. 


The Spanish peace commissioners 


presented a new counter memorandum 
declaring their readiness, .provisionally 
to accept an article of a prelimina-y 
treaty stipulating that "Spain shali re- 
linquish all rights to soveregnty in 
Cuba without formulating any other 
o.laim und to leave In suspense all.re- 
mainiiig questions and especially the 
Philippines. 


To reply to this new memorandum 


the AmertcwiB asked until Thursday.
